The gov ernor already had 
assu red its sponsors, which inclu ded 
most of the Cincinnati legislativ e 
delegation, that he wou ld act qu ickly .

Tou che Ross & Co., the big ac­ 
cou nting firm, su ggests that corporate 
financial statements might be emitting 
that glow. 
“How can U.S. corporations be 
reporting record sales and profits at a 
time when they are wracked with 
record problems of liqu id ity , d ebt and 
capital shortage?’’ it asks, and qu ickly 
su pplies its answer: 
“ Becau se the profits they are 
reporting hav e little relationship with 
reality .’’ 
The d ollar figu res u sed are Inflated , 
said Ru ssell Palm er, m anaging 
partner, in lau nching a campaign this 
week to ex perim ent with more 
meaningfu l accou nting. Tod ay ’s d ollar 
cannot be compared with y esterd ay ’s, 
he said . 
To illu strate: Nonfinancial cor­ 
porations reported 19 74 after-tax 
profits of $6 6 billion, compared with 
$38 billion in 19 6 5, an apparent in­ 
crease of 74 per cent. 
Now ad ju st for inflation; that is, u se 
the same d ollar to measu re both y ears 
and thu s obtain comparable resu lts. 
Pick the 1%8 d ollar as a measu re and 
y ou learn those earnings d id n’t rise — 
they fell, from an ad ju sted $37 billion 
in 1965 to arou nd $21 billion in 19 74. 
One answer to su ch nu merical 
misrepresentation may be to report a 
com pany ’s financial cond ition in 
cu rrent or real v alu es rather than 
cu rrent prices, that is, with inflation 
wru ng ou t. Palmer say s we shou ld 
seek to d ev elop techniqu es. 
“Reporting assets and liabilities at 
cu rrent v alu es reflects tru e economic 
profits — not illu sory profits, the kind 
any nu mber of companies hav e re­ 
ported recently , ev en while head ing 
into bankru pty ,’’ he said . 
Tou che Ross isn’t the first to make 
su ch su ggestions, bu t it seems willing 
to throw more weight than the others 
into what it calls “Economic Reality in 
Financial Reporting,’’ su btitled “A 
Program For Ex perimentation.’’

You cannot u se two d ifferent 
measu ring sticks, one of perhaps 10 
inches,the other of 12, and claim to 
hav e com parable m easu rem ents.

measu ring stick y ou u se, it mu st be the 
same for both y ears. 
Cu riou sly , the U.S. gov ernm ent 
d oesn’t seem to care a lot abou t this, at 
least in releasing some of the statistics 
that hav e popu lar appeal, su ch as for 
Gross National Prod u ct or retail sales. 
Did y ou know that the greater the 
inflation the bigger is the official GNP 
measu rement? Yes, it’s tru e, inflation 
is inclu d ed in that figu re ju st as if it 
were a good or serv ice prod u ced , 
which is what GNP is su pposed to be. 
When y ou hear abou t retail sales 
being higher than those of a y ear ago, 
are y ou prepared to d iscou nt the 
figu res 
by

Economists d o so au tomatically , bu t 
the pu blic often gets misled . 
Before inflation can be licked , 
Tou che Ross su ggests, labor, cor­ 
porate management, gov ernment and 
acad emia mu st be able to d iscu ss the 
problem from a base of sou nd in­ 
formation.

In 
those d ay s, the Mex icans told the 
jockey s in which ord er they wou ld 
finish. The jocks, of cou rse, told the 
horses. 
Sad ly , both nags won, and Vince 
Malou ghney fou nd himself with 45 
u nearned d ollars. 
In a 
bu rst of 
generosity , he ad v anced rent money to 
his father. Vince acqu ired a pleasant 
d isease. Sometimes he had two 
thou sand in his pocket; sometimes he 
had lint. 
Once, he almost bou ght Market Wise 
for $1,500. Almost is an important word 
for a horse play er. Malou ghney was 
liv ing like a y o-y o on a ru bber band . 
The nerv ou s bettor, no matter how 
mu ch he wins, alway s bets it back. 
In 19 46 , Vince got a job as a 
racetrack cashier. He met nothing bu t 
winners. This was nice, becau se all he 
had to d o was ex amine a winning ticket 
carefu lly , and pass ou t those hu nd red 
d ollar bills. 
This kind of labor is hard ly a cu re. 
He bet ev ery race. As Vince say s, 
“After ev ery first race, I was u su ally 
stu ck for $50 in d aily d ou ble tickets.’’ 
The fight was not to win, bu t to get 
ev en. He owed fiv e smaU loan com­ 
panies and a few shy locks. Vince d id n’t 
realize it, bu t he was now his own 
father. 
After 30 y ears of losing, Malou ghney 
began to read the papers. He was 
astonished to learn that a ju d ge in 
Newark, N. J., lost $6 30,000 from his 
father’s bank. An old er and wiser 
ju d ge gav e the ju d ge 10 y ears of 
med itation in the local pen. 
A rich kid cou ld n’t get his tru st fu nd 
checks fast enoi^h and wrote fictional 
checks. The law got him. A Milwau kee 
lawy er who said , “Nobod y can win at a 
race track,’’ d ipped into the money of 
clients for $40,000. He bet ev ery thing 
on a long shot, which won as he per­ 
spired . 
His horse was d isqu alified on a fou l. 
When I was a teenager, a kid named 
Fred Grimsey and I were bu d d ies. His 
father was a d iamond cu tter. He sent 
Fred to a bookie with the money ev ery 
d ay . 
After awhile, I said , “We’ll book 
y ou r old man.’’ Fred was frightened . 
Poppa Grimsey seld om won. Fred and 
I split $40 a week. When Poppa won, we 
paid him ou t of his money . 

A sickie is 
seld om restored to health u nless his 
wife and child ren threaten to leav e 
him. Sometimes that d oesn’t work. 
Malou ghney qu it. 'These d ay s, he liv es 
happily with his family in Miami. 
Vince wou ld n’t bet on a one-horse race 
becau se the oater might break a leg in 
the stretch. 
He is try ing to get (>)ngress to tax 
winners of $6 00 or more a flat 20 per 
cent. The reason for this is that 
racetrack cash iers mu st fill ou t 
Internal Rev enu e forms to accou nt for 
heav y winners.

An 8 9 -y ear-« ld woman who had been 
a patient of mine for 20 y ears recently 
ex hibited to me the u ltimate that I 
cou ld hope for in a d octor-patient 
relationship. 
I had operated on her, and for many 
y ears since she has retu rned for an 
occasional check-u p. For a woman of 
her age she is in ex cellent health and 
need s only special assu rances to 
reliev e her anx iety . 
A few months ago, as she was 
leav ing my office, she tu rned to me 
and said , “Ev en thou gh y ou d on’t d o 
any thing for me, y ou make me feel 
good , so I lov e y ou .’’ 
This statement ex plicitly d efines for 
me the total phy chosomatic concept of 
mod em med icine. Althou gh it cannot 
possibly 
be 
interpreted 
as 
a 
testimonial to my med ical wizard ry , it 
d oes highlight the important su b­ 
stru ctu re of interpersonal com­ 
mu nications between phy sicians and 
their patients. 
The phy che (the bod y ) are a firmly 
bond ed entity . They cannot be 
separated from each other in any 
phase of the practice of med icine and 
su rgery . 
Many people present thennselv es to 
their d octors ov erwhelmed by a sense 
of fear abou t the illnesses they may 
hav e or su spect they may hav e. Fear 


itself then becomes a d ev italizing 
illness which can erod e and d estroy 
personal happiness and tranqu ility . 
Phy sicians tod ay are aware of the 
ev er-present aspects of anx iety and 
fear. They take them into 
con­ 
sid eration in ev ery problem that is 
presented to them. 
When the emotional forces in a 
med ical problem are ov erlooked or 
neglected , the chances become greater 
th at illness will be prolonged . 
Phy sicians agree that they rarely see a 
child , an ad olescent or an ad u lt who 
d oes not giv e ev id ence of some 
u nd erly ing fear. 
Sometimes this fear is obv iou s. 
Often the phy sician mu st d ig d eeply 
into the emotional and social stru ctu re 
of the patient in ord er to bring his fear 
and anx iety to the su rface. 
The art of med icine frequ ently 
rev olv es abou t “d oing nothing’’ bu t 
allev iating the d istress that is so 
d ev astating. 
Injections 
of 
antibiotics 
and 
v itamins are effectiv e when they are 
specifically need ed to control in­ 
fections and phy sical d isord ers. 
“ Injections” of u nd erstand ing, 
reassu rance and sensitiv e awareness 
of the patient’s emotional need s 
frequ ently can be an ev en greater 
contribu tion to his health.

TTie Hou se Insu rance, Utilities and 
Financial Institu tions Committee will 
begin consid eration nex t Tu esd ay of a 
bill load ed with controv ersy and 
u nanswered qu estions on cost factors 
and impact on ratepay ers. 
The bill was u nanimou sly approv ed 
in su bcommittee Wed nesd ay bu t few, 
if any , legislators or lobby ists were 
satisfied with it. 
“ I hav e some seriou s d ou bts abou t 
the consu mer impact of this bill,’’ said 
Rep. Dennis Eckart, D-18 Eu clid . 
“Howev er, I’m going to v ote to get the 
bill ou t of su bcommittee becau se I 
want to see it in fu ll committee.” 
Rep. William G. Batcheld er, R-9 3 
Med ina, who helped hammer ou t the 
compromise, noted that some key 
sections “wou ld be reworked in fu ll 
committee.” 
As written the bill wou ld repeal the 
present Reconstru ction Cost New 
(RCN) formu la and replace it with an 
original cost rate base for the state to 
u se as a starting point in consid ering 
u tility applications for increases. 
Und er the RCN method , gas, electric 
and telephone companies recalcu late 
the cost of their inv estment in plants 
and other facilities at cu rrent market 
v alu e. Backers of repeal say this 
resu lts in u p-to-d ate prices for ou t-of- 
d ate properties and opens the d oor to 
wind fall profits for u tilities. 
The original cost formu la wou ld not 
allow su ch trend ing u p, bu t wou ld 
permit u tility companies to calcu late 
W per cent of interest paid on loans for 
constru ction in progress as part of 
their ov erall operating ex penses. RCN 
d oes not allow any interest flow­ 
throu gh, a featu re inserted in the bill 
last week, apparently as a concession 
to the u tilities. 
Rep. Vernon Cook, D-39 Cu y ahoga 
Falls, estimated the interest factor 
wou ld ad d $120 million to $130 million 
to a u tility ’s allowable operating ex ­ 
penses as figu red in the rate base. 
“That’s too mu ch,” said Cook who 
had originally proposed and su pported 
the interest plan. 
Cook said he was not certain how 
mu ch the pass-throu gh of interest 
wou ld ad d to cu stomers bills. Bu t 
former Pu blic Utilities Commissioner 
Henry Eckhart, an arch-critic of the 
u tility ind u stry , placed it in the neigh­ 
borhood of more than $300 million 
annu ally . 
The lack of* reliable figu res regard ­ 
ing the impact of the new rate plan 


was largely responsible for the 
wid espread d issatisfaction with the 
su bcommittee v ersion.

The CTev eland Plain Dealer reported 
that TTiomas in a letter to the Kent 
State Du e Process of l.iiw Fu nd , which 
is raising money for v ictims of the 
shootings who hav e gone to cou rt, said 
ne thou ght pu blic opinion might hav e 
been influ enced becau se of the fUm. 
Thomas said the film was from 
footage shot by telev ision stations and 
stu d ents.

Touche Ross St Co., the big ac­ 
counting firm, suggests that corporate 
financial statem ents might be emitting 
that glow. 
“How can U.S. corporations be 
reporting record sales and profits at a 
time when they are wracked with 
record problems of liquidity, debt and 
capital shortage?" it asks, and quickly 
.supplies its answer: 
"B ecause th e profits they are 
reporting have little relationship with 
reality." 
The dollar figures used are inflated, 
said R ussell 
P alm e r, m anaging 
partner, in launching a campaign this 
week to experim ent 
with m ore 
meaningful accounting. Today's dollar 
cannot be compared with yesterday’s, 
he said. 
To illu stra te : N onfinancial cor­ 
porations reported 1974 after-tax 
profits of $66 billion, compared with 
$38 billion in 1965. an apparent in­ 
crease of 74 per cent. 
Now adjust for inflation; that is, use 
the same dollar to m easure both years 
and thus obtain comparable results. 
Pick the 1958 dollar as a measure and 
you learn those earnings didn't rise — 
they fell, from an adjusted $37 billion 
in 1965 to around $21 billion in 1974. 
One 
answer 
to such numerical 
misrepresentation may be to report a 
com pany's financial condition in 
current or real values rather than 
current prices, that is, with inflation 
wrung out. Palm er says we should 
seek to develop techniques. 
"Reporting assets and liabilities at 
current values reflects true economic 
profits — not illusory profits, the kind 
any number of companies have re­ 
ported recently, even while heading 
into bankrupty," he said. 
Touche Ross isn’t the first to make 
such suggestions, but it seems willing 
to throw more weight than the others 
into what it calls “ Economic Reality in 
Financial Reporting," subtitled "A 
Program For Experim entation." 


The proposal, aimed initially at 
directo rs 
and 
senior 
co rporate 
managements, and then at securities 
analysts, educators and accountants, 
seeks to experiment with current value 
accounting this year. 
“ The goals of accounting are to 
measure, record and communicate 
reality," the proposal begins, soon 
illustrating just how these goals are 
encumbered by persistent inflation. 
There a re m essages th ere for 
government also. 
“ Inflation is distorting the economic 
decisions of almost every enterprise 
and government agency," the ac­ 
counting firm commented. One need 
only match his or her paycheck with 
last year’s to get the central idea. 
which is: 
You cannot use two different 
measuring sticks, one of perhaps IO 
inches,the other of 12, and claim to 
have com parable m easurem ents. 
R egardless 
of 
w hatever 
size 
measuring stick you use. it must be the 
same for both years. 
C uriously, the U.S. governm ent 
doesn't seem to care a lot about this, at 
least in releasing some of the statistics 
that have popular appeal, such as for 
Gross National Product or retail sales. 
Did you know that the greater the 
inflation the bigger is the official GNP 
m easurem ent'’ Yes, it's true, inflation 
is included in that figure just as if it 
were a good or service produced, 
which is what GNP is supposed to be. 


When you hear about retail sales 
being higher than those of a year ago, 
are you prepared to discount th? 
figures 
by

inflation 
rate ? 
Economists do so automatically, but 
the public often gets misled 
Before 
inflation 
can 
be 
licked, 
Touche Ross suggests, labor, cor­ 
porate management, government and 
academia must be able to discuss the 
problem from a base of sound in­ 
formation. 
That base is lacking today, and 
errors of interpretation and planning 
throughout the economy are affecting 
everyone's pocketbook and sometimes 
employment as well. 
They’ll Do It Every Time 
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loan company m anagers who might 
extend the next payment for a month. 
As Vince writes: “One day we ate 
chicken; the next day feathers." 
Did Vince learn anything from the 
heartache in his home9 No. At a tender 
age. he saved $15, and found himself 
scanning a racing sheet. There were 
two horses with sim ilar nam es: 
"Kickapoo" and "Old Kickapoo." He 
bet on both. 
They were running at Caliente. In 
those days, the Mexicans told the 
jockeys in which order they would 
finish. The jocks, of course, told the 
horses. 
Sadly, both nags won, and Vince 
Maloughney found himself with 45 
unearned dollars. 
In 
a 
burst of 
generosity, he advanced rent money to 
his father. Vince acquired a pleasant 
disease. Som etim es he had two 
thousand in his pocket; sometimes he 
had lint. 
Once, he almost bought Market Wise 
for $1,500. Almost is an important word 
for a horse player. Maloughney was 
living like a yo-yo on a rubber band. 
The nervous bettor, no m atter how 
much he wins, always bets it back. 
In 1946, Vince got a job as a 
racetrack cashier. He met nothing but 
winners. This was nice, because all he 
had to do was examine a winning ticket 
carefully, and pass out those hundred 
dollar bills. 
This kind of labor is hardly a cure. 
He bet every race. As Vince says, 
"After every first race, I was usually- 
stuck for $50 in daily double tickets." 
The fight was not to win, but to get 
even. He owed five small loan com­ 
panies and a few shylocks. Vince didn’t 
realize it, but he was now his own 
father 
After 30 years of losing, Maloughney 
began to read the papers. He was 
astonished to learn that a judge in 
Newark, N. J., lost $630,000 from his 
father’s bank. An older and wiser 
judge gave the judge IO years of 
meditation in the local pen. 
A rich kid couldn’t get his trust fund 
checks fast enough and wrote fictional 
checks. The law got him. A Milwaukee 
lawyer who said, “ Nobody can win at a 
race track." dipped into the money of 
clients for $40,000. He bet everything 
on a long shot, which won as he per­ 
spired. 
His horse was disqualified on a foul. 
When I was a teenager, a kid named 
Fred Grim wy and I were buddies. His 
father was a diamond cutter. He sent 
Fred to a bookie with the money every’ 
day. 
After awhile, I said, "W e’ll book 
your old m an." Fred was frightened 
Poppa Grimsey seldom won. Fred and 
I split $40 a week. When Poppa won, we 
paid him out of his money. 
Vince cured himself. A sickle is 
seldom restored to health unless his 
wife and children threaten to leave 
him. Sometimes that doesn’t work. 
Maloughney quit. These days, he lives 
happily with his family in Miami. 
Vince wouldn’t bet on a one-horse race 
because the oater might break a leg in 
the stretch. 
He is trying to get Congress to tax 
winners of $600 or more a flat 20 per 
cent. The reason for this is that 
rac etrac k cash iers m ust fill out 
Internal Revenue forms to account for 
heavy 
winners. 
This, 
Maloughney 
feels, is an insuperable burden. 
If you want to contact Vince, you’ll 
find him behind the $50 window at 
Hialeah ..

For a woman of 
her age she is in excellent health and 
needs only special assurances to 
relieve her anxiety. 
A few months ago, as she was 
leaving my office, she turned to me 
and said, "Even though you don’t do 
anything for me. you make mc feel 
good, so I love you." 
This statem ent explicitly defines for 
me the total phychosomatic concept of 
modem medicine Although it cannot 
possibly 
be 
in terp reted 
as 
a 
testimonial to my medical wizardry, it 
does highlight the important sub­ 
stru c tu re of in terpersonal com ­ 
munications between physicians and 
their patients. 
The phyche (the body) are a firmly 
bonded entity. 
They 
cannot 
be 
separated from each other in any 
phase of the practice of medicine and 
surgery. 
Many people present themselves to 
their doctors overwhelmed by a sense 
of fear about the illnesses they may 
have or suspect they may have. Fear 


itself then becomes a devitalizing 
illness which can erode and destroy 
personal happiness and tranquility. 
Physicians today are aware of the 
ever-present aspects of anxiety and 
fear. 
They 
take 
them 
into 
con­ 
sideration in every problem that is 
presented to them. 
When the emotional forces in a 
medical problem are overlooked or 
neglected, the chances become greater 
that 
illness 
will 
be 
prolonged. 
Physicians agree that they rarely see a 
child, an adolescent or an adult who 
does not give evidence of some 
underlying fear. 
Sometimes this fear is obvious. 
Often the physician must dig deeply 
into the emotional and social structure 
of the patient in order to bring his fear 
and anxiety to the surface. 
The art of medicine frequently 
revolves about “doing nothing" but 
alleviating the distress that is so

"Injections** of understanding, 
reassurance and sensitive awareness 
of the p a tien t's em otional needs 
frequently can be an even greater 
contribution to his health. 
U tilities Formula 
Bill Clears Hurdle 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 
(A P) - A 
compromise bill that would establish a 
new method for determining how 
much utilities may charge for service 
has cleared its first legislative hurdle, 
but m ajor obstacles line the road 
ahead. 
The House Insurance, Utilities and 
Financial Institutions Committee will 
begin consideration next Tuesday of a 
bill loaded with 
controversy 
and 
unanswered questions on cost factors 
and impact on ratepayers. 
The bill was unanimously approved 
in subcommittee Wednesday but few, 
if any, legislators or lobbyists were 
satisfied with it. 
"I have some serious doubts about 
the consumer impact of this bill,” said 
Rep. Dennis Eekart, D-18 Euclid. 
"However, I'm going to vote to get the 
bill out of subcommittee because I 
want to see it in full com m ittee." 
Rep. William G. Batchelder. R-93 
Medina, who helped ham m er out the 
compronuse. noted that some key 
sections "would be reworked in full 
com m ittee." 
As written the bill would repeal the 
present R econstruction Cost New 
I RUN I formula and replace it with an 
original cost rate base for the state to 
use as a starting point in considering 
utility applications for increases. 
Under the RUN method, gas, electric 
and telephone companies recalculate 
the cost of their investment in plants 
and other facilities at current market 
value. Backers of repeal say this 
results in up-to-date prices for out-of- 
date properties and opens the door to 
windfall profits for utilities. 
The original cost formula would not 
allow such trending up, but would 
perm it utility companies to calculate 
50 per cent of interest paid on loans for 
construction rn progress as part of 
their overall operating expenses. RUN 
does not allow 
any interest flow­ 
through. a feature inserted in the bill 
last week, apparently as a concession 
to the utilities, 
Rep Vernon Cook. D-39 Cuyahoga 
Falls, estimated the interest factor 
would add $120 million to $130 million 
to a utility's allowable operating ex­ 
penses as figured in the rate base 
“ That s too m uch," said Cook who 
had originally proposed and supported 
the interest plan 
Cook said he was not certain how 
much the pass-through of interest 
would add to customers bills. But 
former Public Utilities Commissioner 
Henry Eckhart, an arch-critic of the 
utility industry, placed it rn the neigh­ 
borhood of more than $300 million 
annually. 
The lack of reliable figures regard­ 
ing the impact of the new rate plan 


was largely responsible for the 
widespread dissatisfaction with the 
subcommittee version. 
"W hat does it mean at the bottom 
line for the consum er," asked Warren 
Smith, executive-secretary of the Ohio

EDITOR’S NOTE: Each week, the 
Circleville Herald, will publish a series 
of Questions and Answers of interest to 
veterans. These questions are some of 
the many presented to James P. Shea, 
Pickaway County Veterans Service 
officer. Any veteran desiring further 
information on any question presented 
in this column, contact the Veterans 
Service Officer in the basement of the 
Pickaway County Court House. 


(Q.) Are children of deceased 
veterans eligible for GI home loans 
from the VA? 
(A.) No. Although widows of ser­ 
vicemen killed during active duty or 
widows of veterans who died from 
service connected disabilities are 
eligible, children are not. 
(Q.) I desire to file a claim with the 
VA for Total Non Connected Pension. 
Does my wife’s income from em­ 
ployment count against me? 
(A.) Your wife’s income from em­ 
ployment will not count against you. 
However, if she has income from any 
other source in addition to her income 
from employment, then that income 
from other sources will count against 
you. 
<Q.) I have just found the Annual 
Income Questionaire which was 
mailed to me last November. Since I 
did not get it to the VA by January 1st. 
will they discontinue my Pension 
(A.) I am sorry, but you will find that 
the VA will discontinue your Pension 
benefits since the questionnaire was 
not returned to them prior to January 
1st. However, upon receipt of the 
questionnaire, benefits will again be 
resumed. No doubt, you will not get a 
check in February, however, you 
should get a check in March, and the 
missing check will be included. 
(Q.) Did everyone have to complete 
these Questionnaires? 
(A.) No. Only those veterans and 
widows who are receiving benefits for 
Total Non Service Connected Reasons 
rQ.) Exactly what is the difference 
between Pension and Compensation? I 
always thought both meant the same 
thing. 
(A.) Compensation is a benefit paid 
by the Veteran Administration for a 
disability which occurred in Service 
Or, in other words for a Service 
Connected Disability. Pension is a 
benefit paid by the VA for a disability 
which is not the result of service. To 
receive a Pension, a veteran must be 
totally and permanently disabled 
Compensation is paid in degrees of, 
from IO to IOO per cent.

HARTFORD (AP) - Shifting his 
sights from shoot-em-ups to break-em- 
downs, actor John Wayne is trying to 
interest Connecticut in a process for 
turning garbage into oil and methane 
gas. 
Wayne 
says the 
“pyrohydro- 
genation" process backed by his Duke 
Engineering Co. of Irvine, Calif, could 
turn the state’s annual load of three 
million tons of garbage into 7.1 million 
barrels of oil and 12 billion cubic feet of 
gas 
The United States uses about 16 
million barrels of oil a day. If Wayne's 
process worked as outlined, it would 
provide about 19,450 barrels of oil a 
day, a significant amount of oil but 
hardly a dent in what’s needed in the 
nation or even Connecticut. 
Nonetheless, 19,000 barrels a day is 
better than most individual oil wells 
produce in this country The key to 
success of a project such as Wayne’s 
would be the cost-per-barrel. If the 
process can come close to the price- 
per-barrel of conventionally produced 
oil, then it could be economically 
viable. Otherwise he might be produc­ 
ing oil that costs more to produce than 
it is worth in the marketplace. 
Many energy experts say such 
synthetic enerev systems are too 


expensive to be practical at this time. 
Wayne and his engineering company 
disagree. 
Wayne’s process involves the 
breaking down of garbage into basic 
chemical components and "cracking” 
(a heating process used in con­ 
ventional refineries) to produce oil. 
Charles Stroh, chairman of the 
Connecticut Resources Recovery 
Authority, says he received a brief 
proposal from Wayne’s firm. He says 
he wants to know more about what 
financial guarantees the firm has 
before spending a lot of time on the 
proposal. 
Stroh says the company is interested 
in putting up the money needed for 
construction and implementation of a 
facility in Connecticut where the 
process would be carried out. 
Another alternative is for the 
recovery 
authority,

sell bonds for the project that would be 
guaranteed by Wayne and his associ­ 
ates, he say:..

(Q) I bought several tickets to a 
concert performed for the benefit of a 
charity. Are the cost of these tickets 
deductible as a charitable con­ 
tribution7 
f A) The payments for admission or 
participation in any benefit per­ 
formance, banquet, charity ball, etc., 
for a qualified organization are 
deductible only to the extent they 
exceed the fair market value of the 
performance or other privilege. 
For example, if the concert would 
normally cost $10, but the benefit cost 
$20, you may claim the extra $10 as a 
charitable contribution. If you claim 
the deduction, you must show that the 
payment is above the fair market 
value. Whether you use the tickets or 
not has no bearing on the amount you 
may deduct. 
(Ql Is the tax on my utility bill tax 
deductible? 
(Ai Generally, utility taxes are not 
deductible unless they are imposed at 
the same rate as the general sales tax. 
and are considered part of the general 
sales tax. 
(Q> I was married last month, but I 
am continuing to use my maiden name 
at my job and for other business 
purposes. Can I use my maiden name 
and still file a joint return with my 
husband7 
(A) 
Yes, 
but there are

plications. When the joint return is 
processed, the IRS will file it under the 
primary surname and social security 
number, which in this case is your 
husband's. There will be no record of a

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W hat About The Deadliest O f Them A ll?

One of the latest sales gimmicks is a 
beverage called Near Bear designed to 
let kids pretend they’re grownups, 
later, of course, they are expected to 
turn to the real thing. Another of the 
industry’s great market-enlargers is 
"pop wines,” inexpensive wines whose 
alcohol content is disguised by fruit 
flavors. The pop wines make the step 
from soda pop to alcohol an easy one. 
For Mother’s Day this year an ad 
showed an idyllic lawn scene in which 
a boy and girl were presenting their 
mother with "the perfect gift for 
Mother’s Day: a bottle of sherry. All 
the while, the liquor lobby stifles 
efforts at legislative action to correct 
abuses. 
Prohibitionists are pictured as 
stupid, if not emotionally unbalanced. 
The fact that a majority of local liquor 
referendums held during the past 
twenty years have been won by the 
drys goes carefully unreported. 
Christians are seduced with the 
argument that one cannot prove the 
Bible forbids the use of alcohol, only 
the immoderate use of alcohol, 
In the din of propaganda, the central 
truth passes unnoticed: every single 
one of the millions who is addicted to 
alcohol began his voyage to the hell of 
addiction with a first sip. Deadly is the 
only word for the advice that recently 
appeared in a nationally syndicated 
column on the dangers of alcohol 
abuse: "Youngsters must be per­ 
suaded to desist when there is any 
indication that their drinking is 
leading to trouble." By then, according 
to everyone who has been down that 


road, it is probably too late. In most 
cases, by the time it is recognized that 
drinking is leading to trouble, the 
drinker is hooked. 
Christians who use the Bible to 
support 
permissiveness 
toward 
alcohol are in my opinion practicing 
the same principles of interpretation 
once used to support slavery. It can be 
shown that the Bible tolerates slavery. 
The Old Testament law provided for 
the possibility of life tune servitude 
(Deut 
15:16, 17), while the New 
Testament admonishes those who are 
under the yoke to be satisfied with 
their lot. f l Tim. 0:1; Titus 2:9, I Pet. 
2:18). 
But the Church long ago concluded 
that slavery violates personhood 
designed to be conformed to the image 
of God’s Son. By the same token, even 
though one cannot find a Scripture a 
polemic against the use of beverage 
alcohol, the overwhelming evidence 
suggests that alcohol should be 
shunned. 
Here we confront a curious problem. 
We are not trying to decide whether 
alcohol Is a social evil of the worst sort 
but whether the Church should take an 
aggressive interest in a proven social 
evil of the worst sort. From the lack of 
sermons on the subject, the em­ 
barrassment attending any statement 
that seems to suggest prohibition, and 
the incidence of drinking among 
professing Christians, it would seem 
that a great deal of self-deception is 
being practiced by the churches. 
Scripture does suggest that any 
practice that abuses the human body, 
expressly described as the temple of 
the Holy Spirit, is wrong. Paul wrote: 
"For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your body, and 
in your spirit, which are God’s" (I Cor. 
6 :20). 
Perhaps even more to the point, for 
those tempted to find unlimited 
freedom in the New Testament, is the 
warning of the Apostle: “ All things are 
lawful unto me, but all things are not 


expedient" (I Cor. 6.12). That one was 
uttered 
after 
Paul 
had 
just 
enumerated the kinds of people who 
would miss out on the kingdom of God, 
among them drunkards fv.10). In our 
highly complex civilization, when life 
and limb quite literally depend on 
clear heads and sharp eyes, the effect 
of even moderate drinking is too great 
a risk to run. 
Another argument is hoary but 
nonetheless valid: Christian liberty 
stops short of everything that brings 
offense (Matt. 18:6), or that causes 
another to stumble (Rom. 14:21), 
which makes explicit reference to 
“ drinking wine.” I suspect that if all 
those who became addicted to alcohol 
after starting to drink in imitation of a 
professing Christian were gathered in 
one place, they would constitute a 
multitude. 
A story making the ministerial 
rounds has to do with a lady who had 
invited the vicar to dinner. She called a 
neighbor to find out where he stood, 
was he high church or low? If high, she 
would put in a stock of wine; if low, a 
case of beer. The story brings a 
chuckle, but is it really something to 
laugh about? And have we reached 
such a point that to remonstrate 
against such humor is to be a fanatic? 
Beyond the issue of personal ab­ 
stinence is that of the enactment and 
enforcement of laws to curb the ac­ 
tivities of those who drink. Today’s 
manner of living is complicated 
enough without the added problem of 
irresponsible behavior on the part of 
those who are willing to impair or lose 
control of their faculties. Alcoholics 
are unfit to drive cars, for example, 
and ought not to retain licenses. 
Perhaps, as the Supreme Court 
recently ruled, jail sentences for those 
convicted of simple drunkenness are 
improper. But laws can be devised to 
prevent them from becoming a 
menace to the life and health of others. 
More to the point of these comments, 


the evangelical pulpit may very well 
take more of an interest m the matter 
than it has. Scripture says that church 
leaders should not be given to wine (I 
Tim. 3:3). Should not the pulpit bear 
down on that? Scripture urges ab­ 
stinence if drinking wine will make our 
brother stumble (Rom. 14:21). Should 
not the pulpit ring the changes on a 
Christian’s walk before the world? 
Scripture warns that drunkards will 
not inherit the kingdom of God (I Cor. 
6:10). Can the pulpit do less''

W hat About The Deadliest O f Them A ll?

One of the latest sales gimmicks is a 
beverage called Near Bear designed to 
let kids pretend they’re grownups, 
tater, of course, they are expected to 
turn to the real thing. Another of the 
industry’s great market-enlargers is 
‘‘pop wines,” inexpensive wines whose 
alcohol content is disguised by fruit 
flavors. The pop wines make the step 
from soda pop to alcohol an easy one. 
For Mother’s Day this year an ad 
showed an idyllic lawn scene in which 
a boy and girl were presenting their 
mother with “the perfect gift for 
Mother’s Day: a bottle of sherry. All 
the while, the liquor lobby stifles 
efforts at legislative action to correct 
abuses. 
Prohibitionists are pictured as 
stupid, if not emotionally unbalanced. 
The fact that a majority of local liquor 
referendums held during the past 
twenty years have been won by the 
drys goes carefully unreported. 
Christians are seduced with the 
argument that one cannot {wove the 
Bible forbids the use of alcohol, only 
the immoderate use of alcohol. 
In the din of propaganda, the central 
truth passes unnoticed: every single 
one of the millions who is addicted to 
alcohol began his voyage to the hell of 
addiction with a first sip. Deadly is the 
only word for the advice that recently 
appeared in a nationally syndicated 
column on the dangers of alcohol 
abuse: 
‘‘Youngsters must be per­ 
suaded to desist when there is any 
indication that their drinking is 
leading to trouble.” By then, according 
to everyone who has been down that 


road, it is probably too late. In most 
cases, by the time it is recognized that 
drinking is leading to trouble, the 
drinker is hooked. 
Christians who use the Bible to 
support 
perm issiveness 
toward 
alcohol are in my opinion practicing 
the same principles of interpretation 
once used to support slavery. It can be 
shown that the Bible tolerates slavery. 
The Old Testament law provided for 
the possibility of life time servitude 
(Deut. 15:16, 17), while the New 
Testament admonishes those who are 
under the yoke to be satisfied with 
their lot. (I Tim. 6:1; Titus 2:9, I Pet. 
2:18). 
But the Church long ago concluded 
that slavery violates personhood 
designed to be conformed to the image 
of God’s Son. By the same token, even 
though one cannot find a Scripture a 
polemic against the use of beverage 
alcohol, the overwhelming evidence 
suggests that alcohol should be 
shunned. 
Here we confront a curious problem. 
We are not trying to decide whether 
alcohol is a social evil of the worst sort 
but whether the Church should take an 
aggressive interest in a proven social 
evil of the worst sort. From the lack of 
sermons on the subject, the em­ 
barrassment attending any statement 
that seems to suggest prohibition, and 
the 
incidence of 
drinking among 
professing Christians, it would seem 
that a great deal of self-deception is 
being practiced by the churches. 
Scripture does suggest that any 
practice that abuses the human body, 
expressly described as the temple of 
the Holy Spirit, is wrong. Paul wrote: 
‘‘For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your body, and 
in your spirit, which are God’s ” (I Cor. 
6 :2 0 ). 
Perhaps even more to the point, for 
those tempted to find unlimited 
freedom in the New Testament, is the 
warning of the Apostle: ‘‘All things are 
lawful unto me, but all things are not 


expedient” (I Cor. 6:12). That one was 
uttered 
after 
Paul 
had 
just 
enumerated the kinds of people who 
would miss out on the kingdom of God, 
among them drunkards tv.IO). In our 
highly complex civilization, when life 
and limb quite literally depend on 
clear heads and sharp eyes, the effect 
of even moderate drinking is too great 
a risk to run. 


Another argument is hoary but 
nonetheless valid: Christian liberty 
stops short of everything that brings 
offense (Matt. 18:6), or that causes 
another to stumble (Rom. 
14:21), 
which makes explicit reference to 
“ drinking wine.” I suspect that if all 
those who became addicted to alcohol 
after starting to drink in imitation of a 
professing Christian were gathered in 
one place, they would constitute a 
multitude. 
A story making the ministerial 
rounds has to do with a lady who had 
invited the vicar to dinner. She called a 
neighbor to find out where he stood: 
was he high church or low? If high, she 
would put in a stock of wine; if low, a 
case of beer. The story brings a 
chuckle, but is it really something to 
laugh about? And have we reached 
such a point that to remonstrate 
against such humor is to be a fanatic? 
Beyond the issue of personal ab­ 
stinence is that of the enactment and 
enforcement of laws to curb the ac­ 
tivities of those who drink. Today's 
manner of living is com plicated 
enough without the added problem of 
irresponsible behavior on the part of 
those who are willing to impair or lose 
control of their faculties. Alcoholics 
are unfit to drive cars, for example, 
and ought not to retain licenses. 
Perhaps, a s the Suprem e Court 
recently ruled, jail sentences for those 
convicted of simple drunkenness are 
improper. But laws can be devised to 
prevent them from becoming a 
menace to the life and health of others. 
More to the point of these comments.

Scripture says that church 
leaders should not be given to wine (I 
Tim. 3:3). Should not the pulpit bear 
down on that? Scripture urges ab­ 
stinence if drinking wine will make our 
brother stumble (Rom.

NEW YORK (AP) - A friend in 
Zurich, 
Switzerland, 
through 
telephone contact with another friend 
in Moscow, relayed word to the Rev. 
Blahoslav Hruby in New York this 
week that an outspoken, suspended 
Russian priest had now been fired 
from his job as a church caretaker. 
That the information made its cir­ 
cuitous way at once to the Rev. Mr. 
Hruby was typical of the continuous, 
variously 
devised 
vigilance 
he 
maintains on the treatment of religion 
in Communist-ruled countries. 
It’s a unique service, carried on 
almost single-handedly by a man who 
personally kept a jump ahead both of 
Nazi and Communist foes in wartime 
Europe, broadcast on Free France 
radio, gathered intelligence for the 
U.S. Office of Strategic Services and 
has myriad, closely guarded sources of 
information across Europe. 
“One way or another, the documents 
get to me,” he says. “Sometimes I 
don't know all the details of how, and 
don’t want to know because it might 
jeopardize someone. But we get 
them.” 
The Rev. Mr. Hruby, 64, a Czech- 
born naturalized American and for 14 
years editor of the monthly, “Religion 
in Communist-Dominated Areas,” has 
long been a familiar figure at church 
gatherings, prodding the churches to 
speak out against instances of Com­ 
munist repression of faith. 
The “implacable cold warrior,” 
some church officials call him. But 
they recognize his expertise and 
respect his passion for religious 
freedom Ijist month, his spadework 
provided the catalyst for drawn-out 
ferment at the assembly of the World 
Council of Churches in Nairobi, Kenya 
— even though he wasn’t there. 
But what was there was a letter from 
two Russian Orthodox churchmen in 
Moscow, protesting religious per­ 
secution and urging the World Council 
to challenge it — a letter that had 
made its roundabout way to Hruby, 
been translated from the Russian by 
his wife, Olga, and relayed to various 
officials and others at the assembly 
The letter precipitated a landmark 
action 
— 
the 
global 
in­ 
terdenominational 
body’s 
first 
outright 
criticism 
of 
religious 
restrictions 
in 
Communist-ruled 
Eastern Europe, and the launching of 
a plan to keep a regular eye on con­ 
ditions for religion there. 
“I’m happy it worked out. even if I 
wasn’t there in person.” the Rev. Mr 
Hruby said in an interview. “The 
churches must help those who are 
being harassed because of their faith, 
and they must tell the truth to the 
world.” 
It's a cause to which he has devoted 
himself ever since he was forced to flee 
Hitler's military occupation of Czech­ 
oslovakia and France. I^ter, after 
ordination 
to 
the 
Presbyterian 
ministry in this country, he served as 
an OSS captain in Europe from 1942 to 
1947 as the Soviet Union extended its 
sphere over the East. 
“I saw so much under Hitler's 
dictatorship and what happened under 
the Communists.” he said. “I watched 
it with my own eyes, and it's still 
happening We cannot remain silent 
I’m afraid we’re under the spell of 
Munich’ style appeasement, which 
betrayed Europe to Hitler, and now 
people are so much brainwashed by 
the rhetoric of detente which approves 
of all Russia’s conquests and op­ 
pression To me, it's a fraud 
“But there still is a spirit of 
resister** in the free world — a 
resistance to the pressures of the 
Communist bloc not only on religious 
freedom but on political and national 
freedoms.”

475 Riverside Drive here, turning out 
his unusual periodical, packed with 
smuggled documents, details of 
religious restrictions, protests and 
samplings of Soviet antireligious 
cartoons and articles. 
He carried material about the pleas 
for religious liberty of Soviet writer 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn and physicist 
Andre Sakharov long before they won 
Nobel prizes and gained the attention 
of the world. 
The publication has a circulation 
only of about 3,000, but ifs a valued 
resource to several embassies, in­ 


telligence offices, the Pentagon and 
other federal agencies, as well as to 
numerous universities and research 
centers. 
It originally was sponsored by the 
National Council of Churches, which 
ceased doing so in 1971, leaving the 
Rev. Mr. Hruby to scrounge for 
backing among individual supporters, 
which still include the lutheran World 
Federation, the United Presbyterian 
Church and U.S. Orthodox church 
bodies. 
“It’s difficult,” he said. “But thank

China Struggles W ith W riting 


TOKYO (AP) - In Chinese, the 
word “mao” spoken with a rising tone 
could mean hair, a spear, a kind of 
insect or a half dozen other things. 
But once it is written down, a 
Chinese reader would know im­ 
mediately 
that 
the 
character 
resembling a backward “J" with one 
slanting line across the top and two 
through the stem is the “mao” 
meaning hair. It is also the name of 
Communist party Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung. 
The problem is that Mao — the 
chairman — wants to do away with the 
traditional characters and merely 
write “mao,” or whatever the word is, 
in Roman letters, for ease of handling 
on typewriters and computers and 
other reasons 
Chinese on Taiwan, where the 
Nationalist Chinese government fled 
after the Communist takeover of the 
mainland in 1949, say it can’t, and 
shouldn't, be done. They contend that 
if it were possible somebody would 
have done it long ago. 
They also object to the way Mao's 
scholars have simplified Chinese 
characters, in some cases drastically 
reducing the number of strokes needed 
to write a word 
By coincidence, the question was 
taken up at length in recent issues of 
Peking's official newspaper, the 
People's Daily, and the magazine 
Tsungho. published on Taiwan. 
Hie Taiwan magazine noted that 
Peking had set a date of Sept. I, 1975. 
for changing over exclusively to its 
own spelling system rn writing Chinese 
names in foreign-language articles,

places, ti* character meaning “cruel” 
would be “hsiung.” Under the Yale 
University system, which comes 
closest to actual pronunciation for 
Americans, it would be “syung,” and 
under mainland China's system it 
would be “xiong.” 


Under the Yale system, Mao's name 
Is Mao Dze-dung. 
But no matter what spelling system 
is used, trying to write Chinese in 
Roman letters means running into the 
problem of the Chinese language 
having dozens of words that sound 
exactly the same This is because the 
sound for each character is only a 
single syllable 
If the situation Is confusion for 
“Mao” with a rising tone, it is much 
worse for “hath” with a falling tone. 
Mainland China’s Hsinhua dictionary 
has 36 entries for this sound, with 
meanings ranging from “is" to "look.” 
The mainland Chinese have taken 
advantage of this fact to substitute 
some characters that are easy to write 
for some with the same sound that are 
hard to write. 
Urging expansion of this system, the 
People’s Daily said it would reduce the 
number of characters that print shops 
have to keep in stock and the number 
that people have to learn to read and 
write.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - People 
are moving back to rural Appalachian 
counties in Ohio and, according to Dr. 
Donald W. Thomas, luiemployment 
and changing values among city 
dwellers may have a lot to do with the 
trend. 
Dr. Thomas, an associate prcrfessor 
of agricultural economics and rural 
.soclolgy, contends the counties now- 
growing by substantial numbers are 
tl^ very ones that peíale m ov^ out of 
during the early 1960s. 


Outward migration was to the big 
cities and high-paying industrial jobs 
back in the 1960s and the population of 
urban counties grew by leaps and 
bounds, he said. 
But according to U.S. Census Bureau 
estimates he studied recently that 
trend is reversing itself. 
Thomas said the urban counties of 
Cuyahoga 
(C leveland), 
Summit 
(A kron), Ham ilton 
(C incinnati), 
Montgomery 
(D ayton), 
Clark 
(Springfield) and Lucas (Toledo) all 
have lost population in the last five 
years, and the predominantly rural 
counties apparently are gathering in 
the migrants. 


He said, “ Adams County down on the 
Ohio River, for example, had the 
highest growth rate of any county in 
the state last year and it’s definitely 
from in-migration, not increased birth 
rates.’’ 
He said, “ historically, in times of 
high inflation and unemployment in 
this country, urban growth has slowed. 
The Great Depression of the 1930s was 
the last big period of rural growth In 
this country.’’ 
“ I^ t’s face it, if you were originally 
from Appalachia, had moved to 
Cleveland or Detroit to work in auto 
plants, and suddenly found yourself 
laid off with little prospect of call­ 
back,’’ he asked, “ where would you 
rather be unemployed—in the city 
where it’s expensive to live, or back 
home with relatives, where the cost of 
living isn’t nearly as high?’’ 
The changing energy picture, 
bringing an increased demand for for 
coal, naturally hasn’t hurt the 
Appalachian counties of Ohio, Thomas 
said. The hike in coal production in 
rural areas, plus the movement of 
some major manufacturing plants 
from urban areas to relatively low-cost 
rural sections also has been a factor in 
the population shift, providing more 
jobs for those leaving the cities, he 
added. 
He said a big factor in the trend 
toward rural population increases is 
the change in values among young 
people. And he cites the numbers of 
recently married couples brought up in 
urban areas who want to get out of the 
city. 


“ For these people, the suburbs are 
too expensive and don’t really meet 
their objectives of lower crime rates 
and a slower paced life.’’ Places they 
can go to find these things, he said, are 
in the counties of southern and eastern 
Ohio. “ Such people are apparently 
willing to accept a slightly lower

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) - People 
are moving back to rural Appalachian 
counties in Ohio and, according to Dr. 
Donald W. Thomas, unemployment 
and changing values among 
city 
dwellers may have a lot to do with the 
trend. 
Dr. Thomas, an associate professor 
of agricultural economics and rural 
sociolgy, contends the counties now 
growing by substantial numbers are 
the very ones that people moved out of 
during the early 1960s. 


Outward migration was to the big 
cities and high-paying industrial jobs 
back in the 1960s and the population of 
urban counties grew by leaps and 
bounds, he said. 


But according to U.S. Census Bureau 
estimates he studied recently that 
trend is reversing itself. 
Thomas said the urban counties of 
Cuyahoga 
(C leveland), 
Summit 
(A kron), 
Hamilton 
(C incinnati), 
Montgomery 
(D ayton), 
Clark 
(Springfield) and Lucas (Toledo) all 
have lost population in the last five 
years, and the predominantly rural 
counties apparently are gathering in 
the migrants. 


He said, “ Adams County down on the 
Ohio River, for example, had the 
highest growth rate of any county in 
the state last year and it’s definitely 
from in-migration, not increased birth 
rates.” 
He said, “ historically, in times of 
high inflation and unemployment in 
this country, urban growth has slowed. 
The Great Depression of the 1930s was 
the last big period of rural growth in 
this country.” 
“ Let’s face it, if you were originally 
from Appalachia, had moved to 
Cleveland or Detroit to work in auto 
plants, and suddenly found yourself 
laid off with little prospect of call­ 
back,” he asked, “ where would you 
rather be unemployed—in the city 
where it’s expensive to live, or back 
home with relatives, where the cost of 
living isn’t nearly as high’’” 
The changing energy picture, 
bringing an increased demand for for 
coal, naturally 
hasn't hurt the 
Appalachian counties of Ohio, Thomas 
said. The hike in coal production in 
rural areas, plus the movement of 
some major manufacturing plants 
from urban areas to relatively low-cost 
rural sections also has been a factor in 
the population shift, providing more 
jobs for those leaving the cities, he 
added 
He said a big factor in the trend 
toward rural population increases is 
the change in values among young 
people. And he cites the numbers of 
recently married couples brought up in 
urban areas who want to get out of the 
city. 


“ For these people, the suburbs are 
too expensive and don’t really meet 
their objectives of lower crime rates 
and a slower paced life.” Places they 
can go to find these things, he said, are 
in the counties of southern and eastern 
Ohio. “ Such people are apparently 
willing to accept a slightly lower

State Budget Review M ay Bring Subpoenas 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Majority 
Democrats in the legislature will use 
the power of subpoena if Republican 
department heads refuse to cooperate 
in an upcoming review of Ohio's two-

They begin next Wednesday, 
Black Panthers Change Tactics 


OAKLAND, Calif. (A P) - In the 
seven years since Eldridge Cleaver 
went into self-imposed exile, the 
tactics of the Black Panther Party 
have shifted from guns, grenades and 
confrontation to ballots, boycotts and 
community programs. 
There are no more boardedup 
windows at party headquarters here, 
no “ kill the pigs" rhetoric in the party 
newspaper, no part-time revolution­ 
aries in the thinned ranks. And nearly 
all the early leaders are gone. 
Cleaver, the one-time Panther in­ 
formation minister who returned 
voluntarily 
to 
this 
country 
in 
November, 
was 
scheduled 
for 
arraigment today on attempted 
murder and assault charges stemming 
from an April 6, 1968, Panther-police 
shootout here. 
It was while Cleaver was living in 
exile in Algeria that he was expelled 


from the Black Panther Party. He 
later lived in Cuba and then settled in 
Paris with his wife and children. 
“ The party has become more 
sophisticated since then," says official 
Panther spokesman David Du Bois. 
“ Fddridge Cleaver and others had 
made the gun an end in itself.” 
In the late 1960s, the party became 
increasingly obsessed with arming 
itself after Chicago leader Fred 
Hampton was killed by police raiders, 
and cofounders Huey Newton and 
Bobby Seale were imprisoned while 
fighting 
charges 
in 
separate 
homicides. 
In an interview, Du Bois said the 
party was steered back towards its 10- 
point “ survival program” in the two 
years after Newton’s 1971 release from 
state prison. It abolished most titles 
except for Newton’s “ Servant of the 
People,” and Seale’s “ Chairman” and 
Chou En-Lai . . .

Kissinger, whose negotiations with 
Chou cleared the way for Nixon’s 
historic 1972 visit to China, said he was 
“ one of the remarkable statesmen of 
modem times.” 
Chou’s parents were members of the 
wealthy Mandarin class, but he was 
educated at the Nankai School in 
Tientsin, near Peking, which had a 
reputation for producing rebels. In 
1919, he took part in the May 4 
Movement, an uprising of students 
against the treatment the Western 
Allies gave China after World War I.

Communists, and it was there he met 
his future wife, Teng Yeng-chao. 
Chou in the 1920s clashed often with

From the 1930s he identified himself 
with Mao, and after the Communists 
took over China in 1949, he was Mao’s 
first lieutenant in founding and run­ 
ning the People’s Republic. In contrast 
to the enigmatic, withdrawn chair­ 
man, he was outgoing, witty, adapt­ 
able and gregarious. These traits 
made him a favorite with foreigners 
and also helped him to survive the 
savage infighting of Chinese politics 
which brought down others who ap­ 
peared to outrank him. 
Though Mao directed the broad lines 
of policy, Chou ran the government. A 
long career as negotiator for the 
Communists, beginning with talks in 
the 1930s with Chinese Nationalist 
leader Chiang Kai-shek, fitted him for 
the concurrent post of foreign 
minister, which he held until 1958. 
A moderate, his ability to com­ 
promise and his acceptability to both 
sides saved China from total chaos 
during the Cultural Revolution, which 
convulsed the party and admin­ 
istration. It was evidently Chou whc 
decided in 1969 that it was time foi 
China to present a new face to the 
world, to be part of it and to compete in 
it, to build the Chinese economy and tc 
make China strong and selfreliant. 
He restored contacts with many 
countries, among them several which 
had been cold or hostile. The period of 
detente reached its climax with the re­ 
conciliation with the United States. 
During his illness, Chou continued tc 
interest himself in political affairs. 
For 16 months, he met important 
foreign visitors in his hospital suite 
and kept a finger on the pulse of 
Chinese life. But in September 1975, his 
doctors forbade him even the brief 
interviews he had been having with 
foreign dignitaries. 
On his eighth visit to Peking last 
October, Kissinger sent him flowers 
and got back a personal note, but there 
was no meeting.

The Ohio Building Authority, which 
built the skyscraper with a loan from 
the Workmen’s Compeasation Fund, 
has been unable to collect about $7 mil­ 
lion in delinquent rents from oc­ 
cupying state agencies. The deficit 
could grow to about $14 million in the 
second year of the biennium, officials 
said. 
Meshel and Shoemaker said that 
while they want to see if some funds 
might be shifted around and new 
priorities set, they also plan to 
question department heads about the 
performance of their agencies. The 
legislature included statements of 
legislative intent for each agency in 
the budget bill, only to have them 
stricken from the measure by Rhodes 
with line item vetoes. 
“ The executive is responsible for 
implementation of Ohio’s laws.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Majority 
Democrats in the legislature will use

Black Panthers Change Tactics 


OAKLAND, Calif. (AP) - In the 
seven years since Eldridge Heaver 
went into self-impoaed exile, the 
tactics of the Black Panther Party 
have shifted from guns, grenades and 
confrontation to ballots, boycotts and 
community programs. 
There are no more boardedup 
windows at party headquarters here, 
no “kill the pigs” rhetoric in the party 
newspaper, no part-time revolution­ 
aries in the thinned ranks. And nearly 
all the early leaders are gone. 
Cleaver, the one-time Panther in­ 
formation m inister who returned 
voluntarily 
to 
this 
country 
in 
November, 
was 
scheduled 
for 
arraigm ent today on attem pted 
murder and assault charges stemming 
from an April 6, 1968, Panther-police 
shootout here. 
It was while Cleaver was living in 
exile in Algeria that he was expelled 


from the Black Panther Party. He 
later lived in Cuba and then settled in 
Paris with his wife and children. 
“ The party has become more 
sophisticated since then,” says official 
Panther spokesman David Du Bois 
“Eldridge Cleaver and others had 
made the gun an end in itself.” 
In the late 1960s, the party became 
increasingly obsessed with arming 
itself after Chicago leader Fred 
Hampton was killed by police raiders, 
and cofounders Huey Newton and 
Bobby Seale were unprisoned while 
fighting

homicides. 
In an interview, Du Bois said the 
party was steered back towards its 10- 
point “survival program" in the two 
years after Newton’s 1971 release from 
state prison. It abolished most titles 
except for Newton’s “Servant of the

Chou’s parents were members of the 
wealthy Mandarin class, but he was 
educated at the Nankai School in 
Tientsin, near Peking, which had a 
reputation for producing rebels. In 
1919, he took part in the May 4 
Movement, an uprising of students 
against the treatment the Western 
Allies gave China after World War I.

Jobless Claim s 
Show Decline 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Unem­ 
ployment benefits claims were down in 
Ohio at the start of the year, the 
Bureau of Employment Services said 
Thursday. 
Initial compensation under state and 
federal programs dropped to 31,851 for 
the week ended Jan. 3, compared to 
34,150 for the week ended Dec. 27. 
That compares to 41,928, the number of 
recipients during an average week in 
January of last year. 
For the second consecutive week, 
claims for one week or more dropped 
to 141,621 tor the week ended Dec. 27 
compared to 142,331 the week before. 
During an average week in January 
last year, 216,267 persons collected 
benefits. 
Unemployment at the end of 
November in Ohio was 7.6 per cent of 
the work force.

A moderate, his ability to com­ 
promise and his acceptability to both 
sides saved China from total chao.* 
dunng the Cultural Revolution, which 
convulsed the party and adm in­ 
istration. It was evidently Chou whc 
decided in 1969 that it was time fot 
China to present a new face to Uh 
world, to be part of it and to compete lr 
it, to build the Chinese economy and tc 
make China strong and selfreliant. 
He restored contacts with many 
countries, among them several which 
had been cold or hostile. The period ol 
detente reached its climax with the re 
conciliation with the United States. 
During his illness, Chou continued to 
interest himself in political affairs. 
For 16 months, he met important 
foreign visitors in his hospital suite 
and kept a finger on the pulse of 
Chinese life. But in September 1975, his 
doctors forbade him even the brief 
interviews he had been having with 
foreign dignitaries. 
On his eighth visit to Peking last 
October, Kissinger sent him flowers 
and got back a personal note, but there 
was no meeting.

Use of the subparma power could be 
a first for the legislature, although it 
has had the authority for many years. 
Shoemaker, a veteran of 18 years in 
the House, said “I don’t know that ifs 
ever been done before.” 
Rhodes was not available for 
comment, but his adm inistrative 
assistant, Chan Cochran, said he was 
not aware that orders had gone out to 
the cabinet members not to cooperate.

Shoemaker said “these are the ones 
which repeatedly have come with their 
problems to the controlling board.” He 
said in several instances, department 
heads have tried to recoup from Ohio’s 
emergency funds the same money cut 
from their budgets by executive action 
of the governor. 
Shoemaker said while the two 
committees do not intend to review the 
entire budget, they may expand their 
review later to include the money 
problems surrounding the new 41-story 
State Office Tower. 
The Ohio Building Authority, which 
built the skyscraper with a loan from 
the Workmen’s Compensation Fund, 
has been unable to collect about $7 mil­ 
lion in delinquent rents from oc­ 
cupying state agencies. The deficit 
could grow to about $14 million in the 
second year of the biennium, officials 
said. 
Meshel and Shoemaker said that 
while they want to see if some funds 
might be shifted around and new 
priorities set, they also plan to 
question department heads about the 
performance of their agencies. The 
legislature included statements of 
legislative intent for each agency in 
the budget bill, only to have them 
stricken from the measure by Rhodes 
with line item vetoes. 
“The executive is responsible for 
implementation of Ohio’s laws. The 
legislature, as the author of those laws, 
has the right to assure itself that the 
executive remains accountable for the 
effective im plementation of those 
laws,” the lawmakers' statement said. 
It concluded: “We are hopeful that 
our joint hearings will be conducted 
with the executive’s cooperation. As 
the governor repeatedly has said, and

If any student does not have his 
parents' permission, he will be 
required to be present at school from 
8:17 a m. until 3:25 p.m. on both exam 
days. Study halls will be provided for 
these students who stay at school and 
lunch will be served on both days. 
The rules governing the schedule 
provide also that any student ap­ 
prehended at another school will be 
returned to the high school and will 
forfeit any opportunity to participate 
in future open examination schedules. 
For these two days only, the student 
must report on time for any scheduled 
exam in order to participate in any 
extra-curricular activity scheduled on 
those days. 
City schools superintendent, Fritz 
Jacobs, also presented the board with 
a letter to be sent to the parents. 
Parents will either sign the letter and 
return it to the school or the student 
involved will be required to remain at 
school on the exam days.
